Business  Methods  in  Legisla¬ 
tion. 

Of  13,  20*2  bills  an«l  resolutions  in 
troduc**!  in  the  L'uiUsd  States  Senate 
an«l  House  at  the  last  session.  987  were 
l«Me«l.  Of  those  latter  115  were  re- 
t4je<!  &D>i  one  was  {>asse<l  over  the  veto. 
873  bills  an<l  resoluti.*ns  were  thus  the 
net  result  of  eight  months 'of  “  work” 
by  our  National  Legislature.  A<L1  5, 
(Hio  rejmrts  of  Committees,  ami  9.000 

of  “The  pingresaioual  Record” 
tilled,  and  the  sum  h<tal  of  work  ]*»r 
forme#!  is  obtained.  Tlie  expenses,  in¬ 
cluding  pay  of  Senators  and  Con  grata* 
men,  was  $3,310,283.20. 

In  proportion  to  the  bills  mtroduc- 
ed  the  number  passed  was  very  small, 
many  of  them  l»eing  the  ordinary  ap¬ 
propriation  bills,  and  private  bills  of 
various  sorts  w  hose  disposal  should 
have  been  leff  to  some  permanent 
Court  for  adjrnlication  and  settlement 
A  large  nund>er  of  private  jiensinn 
bills  are  also  included. 

Aside  from  the  Oleomargarine  bill, 
and  the  “  new  navy",  bill,  scarcely  any 
were  of  National  importance.  The 
bill  for  the  improvement  of  Custom 
regulations,  the  fortification  bill,  the 
bankruptcy  bill  and  the  educational 
bill  failed  largely  because  of  lack  of 
time  to  discuss  ‘them.  There  was  no 
attention  given  to  the  improvement  of 
the  currency,  the  bank  circulation,  the 
regulation  of  inter  state  commerce, 
and  a  thousand  other  things  which 
should  engage  the  immediate  attention 
of  Congress.  While  the  business  world 
suffered  iu  silence.  Legislatures  dis¬ 
cussed  |H>litics  and  the  cheap  devices 
to  catch  votes.  In  the  end  a  “  Steer 
ing  Committee”  w  as  appointed  to  push 
through  such  legislation  as  was  nec¬ 
essary  to  keep  the  wheels  of  govern¬ 
ment  iu  motion. 

Iii  our  State  Legislature  the  same 
difficulty  exists,  though  to  a  less  ex¬ 
tent.  The  State  Constitution  needs 
revision;  tax  laws  should  be  improved 
and  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
needs  of  our  growing  suburban  towns 
and  villages.  Are  we  likely  to  have 
anything  done  1  Probably  not.  A 
close  election  will  cause  difficulty  over 
the  choice  of  United  States  Senator. 
Party  spirit  will  run  high,  and  a  dead 
lock  may  ensue.  Temperance  Legis¬ 
lation  is  quite  possible  if  temperance 
men  of  all  parties  would  unite.  Will 
they  ?  Probably  not.  Democratic  tem¬ 
perance  men  will  not  vote  for  a  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  question,  because  it  may 
help  the  Republicans  out  of  their  pres¬ 
ent  embarrassment  Prohibitionists 
will  not  vote  for  a  settlement,  as  was 
shown  in  the  New  York  Legislature 
last  Winter,  because  they  want  to  help 
on  their  own  new  party; 

„  But  what  of  tow  nship  laws,  tax  laws, 
and  a  revision  of  the  Constitution  so 
as  to  remove  some  of  its  most  trouble¬ 
some  provisions  ;  cannot  these  be  se¬ 
cured  ?  Probably  not :  because  they 
are  not  political  questions.  Their  so¬ 
lution  requires  {ime,  study,  and  untir¬ 
ing  industry  for  which  there  is  no  ad¬ 
equate  reward.  So  the  Legislature 
will  meet,  talk  politics,  patch  and 
patch  the  present  cumbersome  and 
inadequate  laws,  pass  the  ordinary  ap¬ 
propriations  and  then  adjourn. 

There  is  not  a  city  or  township  in 
the  State  which  has  not  suffered  from 
these  disgraceful  political  methods  of 
legislation. 

The  township  is  now  suffering  for 
the  laek  of  proper/ laws  for  the  open¬ 
ing,  widening,  and  sanitary  control  of 
streets,  for  the  building  and  cleaning 
of  sidewalks,  for  the  establishment  of 
police  regulations  and  such  other  mat¬ 
ters  as  ought  to  be  under  the  imme¬ 
diate  control  of  township  officers.  No 
one  familiar  with  such  matters  but  re¬ 
alizes  thb  difficulties  against  which 
we  struggle,  and  yet  who  expects  a 
change  T  So  long  as  politics  is  more 
important  than  business,  this  unfor¬ 
tunate  condition  of  affairs  will  contin¬ 
ue.  We  mention  them  not  that  our 
countryman  may  be  proud  of  them, 
but  that  a  home  sentiment  may  de¬ 
mand  a  return  of  business  methods  in 
our  State  anti  National  Legislatures. 

The  Truth  of  History. 

Before  the  facts  and  figures  of  the  late 
election,  in  this  State  can  be  dismissed  into 
history,  it  seems  needful  that  we  should 
recall  one  or  two  points  that  are  of  inter¬ 
est  to  our  cranky  friends,  the  Prohibition¬ 
ists.  They  started  into  the  late  campaign 
with  the  avowed  intention  of  threshing  the 
Republican  Party.  Tne  object  of  this 
castigation  was  to  convince  Republicans 
that  they  could  never  succeed  without 
having  adopted  the  Prohibition  platform 
In  other  words,  the  Republican  Party 
must  surrender  Itself  to  the  Third  Party, 
if  it  hoped  Cor  future  existence.  What  is 
the  result?  The  total  Prohibition  vote  In 
the  State  Is  about  17,000— so  far  behind 
the  other  two  parties  as  to  make  any  com¬ 
parison  with  these  seem  absurd.  It  is 
not  worth  while  now  to  consider  whether 
a  division  of  the  Prohibition  vote  would 
have  elected  Howey.  We  will  admit,  for 
the  sake  of  the  argument,  that  the  Prohi¬ 
bitionists,  knowing  that  they  could  not 
elect  Fisk,  were  indifferent  as  to  the  result 
of  the  gubernatorial  canvass.  Next  to 
flailing  the  Republicans,  they  wanted  a 


Legislature  to  pn»-f..ie  temperance  legisla¬ 
tion  In  the  last  L^iftwiatur*  there  were 
Republicans  who  voted  in  favor  of  submit¬ 
ting  a  Prohibition  (amendment  to  the  peo¬ 
ple.  and  Republican*  who  voted  againet 
this.  Did  the  Prohibition  is  t»  make  any 
discrimination  In  these  cases'  Not  at  all. 
They  never  paid  the  slightest  attention  to 
the  per-ooal  character  or  record  of  the 
Republican  nominees.  The  feet  that  a 
candidate  wee  e  Republican  was  sufficient 
to  damn  him  In  the  eyes  of  a  Prohibition 
1st  They  pjut  up  h  third  <*andidate  with 
the  deliberate  intention  of  electing  the 
Democratic  candidate  in  that  district.  In 
innumerable  instanoos  they  have  succeed¬ 
ed.  The  result  b»  jjqst  what  might  have 
been  expected  The  cause  of  Temperance 
ha*  l*een  set  back  in  thi*  blate  by  Prohi¬ 
bition  votes. 

Here  is  one  striking  evidence  of  this 
fact :  In  Morris  county.  Mr.  Jenkins,  form¬ 
erly  in  the  Assembly,  wa*  Republican  can¬ 
didate  for  tbs  Senatie.  .  He  is  a  prououneed 
Temperance  man,  ami  ,when  he  wan  in  the 
Assembly  hef voted  for  Prohibition.  This 
made  him  oijnoxiops  to  the  liquor-selling 
interest,  and  the  Democrat*,  being  anx¬ 
ious  to  comjsws  the  defeat  of  every  man 
who  could  ocjt  be  roiled  on  to  vote  for  Ab- 
bett  for  Unified  States  Senator,  used  this 
fact  against  him.  Gottfried  Krueger,  the 
wealthy  Newark  brewer  was  Induced  to 
send  out  a  confidential  circular  to  his 
agents  and  oustoniers  in  Morris  county 
urging  them  to  us<  their  .influence  to  de¬ 
feat  Jenkins,  These  saloon-keepers  and 
beer-sellers  krere  significantly  informed 
that  it  would1,  be  for  their  interest  to  pre¬ 
vent  this  “nfitorionh  Prohibitionist  ’  from 
being  sent  t<f  the  ] .legislature  Whether 
the  Prohibitionists  :>f  Morris  county  wtTre 
cognizant  of  the  plbt  t!o  array  the  saloon 
interest  agaiust  the  Republican  candidate, 
we  do  not  know.  Tfiey  acted  precisely  as 
if  they  knew  and  approved  the  scheme; 
for  they  nominates  a  candidate  of  their 
own,  instead  |of  voting  for  Jenkins  As  in 
other  similar  instances,  they  joined  hands 
kith  the  saloon  interest,  and  they  elected 
the  Democratic  candidate.  Mr.  Werts. 
Mr.  Werts  is  acceptable  to  Brewer  Krue¬ 
ger  and  his  agWitty  and  we  presume  Is 
also  acceptable  su/  the  Prohibitionists  of 
Morris  county.  At  any  rate,  they  have 
elected  him.  And,  unless  the  Prohibition¬ 
ists  of  Morris  couity  are  sodden  frtiots, 
they  knew  they  wer  s  electing  Werts  when 
they  voted  for  Owei  i. 

It  is  not  worth  w  vie  to  thresh  this  old 
straw  over  again.  iut.  as  before  said,  it 
is  only  right  and  fair  that  the  people 
should  be  made  to  i  hder.-tand  with  clear¬ 
ness  bow  false  anil  hypocritical  are  the 
pretensions  of  the  Prohibition  leaders  and 
how  irresponsible  ai|e  the  rank  mid  file.  If 
these  men  would  l  fe  honest  and  would 
avow  their  inieutiou  to  defeat  every  meas¬ 
ure  designed  to  pron  Kite  the  cauja®  of  Tem¬ 
perance  and  mitigat?  the  evils  of  rumsell- 
ing,  one  might  regal’d  them  with  at  least 
some  degree  of  resjieet.  But  they  steal 
the  livery  of  Heavei  Ito  sen  e  the  devil  in. 
They  pray  foi  the  ec  |ning  of  the  day  when 
the  ills  of  intern perakce  shall  be  checked  ; 
and  they  vote  to  elect  men  who  will  never 
consent  to  thepassaieof  any  law  that  shall 
hasten  that  day.  Here  and  there,  un¬ 
doubtedly,  may  be  fpund  men,  usually  of 
infirm  reasoning  pow  ers,  who  honestly  be-
